Heyr in Matlock sat on acouchin 
one of the EOP offices last Tuesday 
afternoon. Next to him was Pat- 
ricia Macias. They call themselves ASI 
president and vice - president elect 

Just two hours earlier ASI election 
coordinator Dave Payne had an- 
wounced their victory over Patti 
Payne bv the smallest possible 
iilfevence of one vote (741 against 
40 

Matlock ‘iad expected no less than 
being declared winner of the elections 
after he won the first two counts of the 
ballots on the night after the election 

But the election board decided to 
void some of his ballots because they 
were not correctly marked, and he lost 
the third, and later, the fourth ballot 
counts 

Matlock. last Tuesday, was also 
dismayed with the Hornet. A most un- 


fortunate error had replaced his pic- 
ture on the front page of the Hornet 
with a picture of a foreign student. “I 
would like an apology from the 
Hornet about that picture” was the 
first thing he said during an interview 
with the Hornet 

Although Matlock's election is 
now official, the election furor might 
be far from over. The other three can- 
didates he defeated are seeking to in- 
validate the election because of alleged 
irregularities “Irregularities.” 
Matlock responds, “they are Ferris’s 
fault, he appointed Dave Payne.” 

Patricia Macias, Matlock's vice - 
president added that, “There have 
been so many irregularities They've 
all been against us. and used to harrass 
us. Yet they (Ferris, Payne and Hat- 
field) are going to invalidate the elec- 
tion. They are the people who are res- 
ponsible for the irregularities.” 

Macias also said she does not think

Both constitutiona! amendments 
that were on the ballot passed The 
first, which would eliminate the Dean 
of Students’ and faculty represen- 
tative’s votes in the senate, passed by 
more than i.100 votes. The second 
amendment, which reduces the 
number of signatures needed to place 
an initiative on the ballot. and so 
makes it easier for students to put an

President John Giannoni's election 
where there had been many 
irregularities and many petitions for 
invalidation,” according to Macias 

What will Matlock do with the ASI 
budget” 


“There are requests for $600,000 
but there is only $400,000 to spend. so 
Programs will be cut back.” Matlock 
Says. At this point however he does 
not want to say what programs he 
would like to see cut and what 
Programs should be expanoed 
“However, | would like to see money 
BO to activities that reach large 
numbers of students.” 

What will the relation between 
Matlock and the administration be? 

“We would like to have an open 
door policy with the administration 
and the faculty.” he says firmly. “there 
are a lot of things they decide which 
effect us. If we don't have an Open 
door policy, we are not going to be 
able to decide anything for ourselves 
As long as we have an open door, we 
can make decisions before they put us 
down.” 

As far as the problems between 
Bond and the Faculty are concerned 
Matlock said, “the problems seem to 
come up in the spring when it is warm. 
really it does.” 

The problem between the two par- 
ties, Matlock said are caused because 
the fact that this isa Capito! Campus

Both Matlock and Macias ex- 
pressed their concern with apathy at 
CSUS. Macias said that one of the 
reasons for apathy stems from the fact 
that in the past many students who 
wanted to get involved and turned in 
Petitions for positions on ASI com- 
mittees were turned down or ignored, 
however qualified they were Matlock 
added that he was supposed to have 
gotten an ASI position shortly after

UPC asks Dumke to disband commission

A commission set up to study 
faculty - administration problems at 
CSUS may become the center of ccn- 
troversy itself, The state - wide 
president of the United Professors of 
California (UPC) is calling on 
Chancellor Glenn Dumke to disband 
the commission he put together on 
grounds that the group represents 
only one side of the issues 

Art Bierman, the UPC chief. senta 
letter to the Chancellor disputing 
Dumke’s method of selecting the com- 
mission members. Dumke selected al! 


six members, all of whom are retired 
educators 

“It ts counter to all standards of 
effective investigation.” says Bierman 
“and just methods of resolution {i 
one party to a dispute to select the 
committee that ts to review and decide 
the dispute.” Instead Bierman 
Suggests a method he says “has lone 
been settled” by the American Ar 
bitration Association

According to Bierman. that 
method includes the administration 
and faculty senate of CSUS to pick an 
equal number of spokespersons who 
are knowledgeable on the issues to 


Canada feels impact 


The United States may soon havea 
new neighboring nation Quebec 
This possibility is having a great im- 
pact on both Canada’s interna! affairs 
and its foreign policy. said Dr. Fran- 
cois Beaulne, Canadian vice - consul 
for cultural and public affairs 

Beaulne discussed the impact and 
implications of Quebec separatism 
with CSUS students in three separate 
meetings on campus Wednesday. One 
talk was delivered in French 

While the French Canadian 
Nationalist movement is not a new 
one, it was recently brought into the 
lumelight when the Partie de Quebec 
was elected to govern the province, 
said Beauine. This party has com- 
mutted itself to setting Quebec up as an 
independent state and has promised to 
Put the issue on a referendum ballot. 

“As you can imagine, in « county 
where there is more than one linquistic 
group, (Canada is 30 per cent French 
speaking), friction is inevitable,” said 
Beauine. “The nationalist movement 
in French - Canada developed as a 
result of the erosion over the years in 


the credibility of the federal 
government's willingness to protect 
French rights when those were 
challenged.”

Electricity from energy beams

Rudi Beichel, aero - space pioneer 
and scientist, lectured on present 
NASA projects and future Projections 
for space life and travel at CSUS 
Wednesday. Beichel worked with 
Werner Vor Brann to perfect 
Propulsion systems for German V - 2 
rockets during Worid War II. He is 
now the senior scientist with the Aero- 
jet Liquid Rocket Company and is an 


associated fellow in the American 
Institute of Astronautics ard 
Aeronautics 

Beiche! is promoting the construc- 
uon of huge soiar energy receivers and 
placing them in orbit around the ear- 
th. Under Beichel’s plan, transmitters 
would beam waves of energy from the 
orbiting receivers to localized fields of 
antennas on earth where the harmiess 
energy beams would be converted to 
electricity. He said that such a piant 


could generate 5,000 megawatts of 
power. “We'll start a fight if this isn’t 
included as a part of the new energy 
package,” Beichel said He pointed 
out that there would be no en- 
vironmental! damage with this type of 

power system 
Beiche! helped design the 
propulsion system for the space shut- 
tle which has been manufactured for 
NASA. He is actively involved in

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Campus energy conservation is possible 


An independent study conducted 
this semester by the Environmental 
Union (a student organization) shows 
substantial energy conservation 
savings can be obtained on the CSUS 
campus 

The campus annually consumes 
&.897,000 kilowatts yearly at a cost of 
$312,670. If we shut off the library es- 
calator, use the elevators only for the 
handicapped, and shut off all unneces- 
sary and wasted lighting we could 
reduce energy consumption by 50 per 
cent according to the Environmental 
Union. This estimate is consistant 
with recent energy conservation 
predictions made by the Federal 
Energy Administration. the World 
Watch Institute, and the Califormia 
State Energy Commission 

The implications of these savings 
are amazing The campus could

It is interesting that five members 
of the Commission are retired profes- 
sors from the California State U niver- 
sity system and one of them served as 
the system's Vice Chairman for 
Academic Affairs. Only one. Dr 
Theodore G Mitau. has no connec- 
uon to the system except for his ap-

“ The fact that five of the six 
members of the commission come 
from withing the system. suggests that 
the commission is loaded and the fin- 
dings of the investigation, although 
not yet reported. are nothing more 
than a rubber stamp from the 
Chancellor's office and the Board of 
Trustees
